G. Chandler, president of Clarion 
State Teachers' College, .said today 
there is a shortage of elementary 
school teachers in western Penn- 
sylvania, and that the situation ex- 
tends throughout the state m rural 
areas 


The result is. he .said, that the 


communities are offering more than 
the state minimum pay "to attract 
capable teachers into 
their 
h.vs- 


tems," and that some Ohio towns 
are "bidding against each other" to 
get Pennsylvania teachers. 


"This shortage is due to the fact 


that when the teacher tenure law 
was passed four years ago not so 
many students entered the field of 
elementary teaching," he said, ex- 
plaining the students thought the 
jobs of present teachers were "froz- 
en" and that there would be "no 
more openings." • 


Pay Increase Helps 


Chandler 
expects this 
will 
be 


counteracted, however, by the new 
Pennsylvania law raising salaries of 
beginning teachers from 
S800 
to 


Sl.OOO a year, with a total of $1,100 
after two years' experience.

America's great labor holiday was 


dotted with tragedy today 
(Mon- 


day) 
as the lengthening roll of dead 


merrymakers was unfolded. 


Death, sudden and violent, was 


becoming more frequent in grind- 
ing crashes on highways as speed- 
ing automobiles plowed into others. 
whirled over, or careened through 
washed out bridges. 


A compilation at 4 a. m . C.S.T.. 


today showed that at least 287 per- 
sons had died in automobile traffic 
accidents since 6 p. m.. Friday. 47 
others had drowned, and 72 had 
died of miscellaneous causes rang- 
ing from suicides to falls. This to- 
tal of 406 deaths was far in excess 
of the 263 reported in the similar 
two-day period a year ago.

Oil has been responsible in part 


for the strained relations between 
the United States and Japan. The 
tense situation culminated in Japa- 
nese representations to Washington 
and Moscow against American oil 
exports to Russia at a time when 
shipments of high-grade oil and 
gasoline to Japan have been em- 
bargoed and all other petroleum 
products placed under a strict li- 
censing- system. 


Await Talks 


Pending the outcome of talks to 


be held by President Roosevelt, Sec- 
retary Hull, and Admiral Kichisa- 
buro Nomura, the Japanese am- 
bassador, however, officials indicated 
that no final decisions would be 
made on the export control admin- 
istrative measures under considera- 
tion. 


The Roosevelt-Hull-Nomura con- 


ferences are expected as a result of 
a personal message from Prince 
Fumimaro Konoye. the Japanese 
premier, to the President. 


Officials explained that the pro- 


posed tightening of oil export re- 
strictions was not a new regulation, 
but revolved around the interpreta- 
tion of President Roosevelt's order 
placing all petroleum exports on a 
quota basis and limiting the is- 
suance of licenses to "usual or pre- 
war quantities." 


No Shipments 


Officials said today that no oil 


had been shipped to Japan since 
issuance of the President's new re- 
striction orders.' 


Japan was considered to be facing 


a ;-howaown in her program of ex- 
pansion 111 the Pacific when Presi- 
dent Roosevelt embargoed shipments 
of aviation fuel and ordered a re- 
duction in exports of other petro- 
leum prodiicts on which Japan has 
depended for more than two-thirds 
of the L-asoline and lubricants need- 
ed by her industries and for her 
military machine.
